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GITTINS BILL GOES OVER 



FINAL ACTION DEFERRED UNTIL SEPTEMBER 
ON RACING RELIEF MEASURE. 

Friends of Proposed Legislation To Continue Their 
Efforts In Its Behalf During Midsummer 
Recess of the Legislature. 



Albany, X. Y., July 22.— The Legislature last 
night took a recess until September and the Gittins 
bill, designed to relieve directors of race tracks 
from criminal liability for violations of the gambling 
laws of whcli they have no knowledge, goes over un- 
til that time. A thorough canvass of the Assembly 
yesterday disclosed the probability that the bill 
would lack four votes of the number required to send 
it to the governor for approval, and rather than risk 
final defeat its friends decided to let the issue re- 
main in satu quo until the Legislature reconvenes 
in September. So there will lie no racing at Sara- 
toga this season and perhaps none at any of the 
other New York tracks, since the legislative relief. 
If it does materalize, will come so late in the year 
that it may not be considered worth while to reopen 
the tracks this season. In the interim between now 
and the reconvening of the Legislature in September 
both friends anil foes of the proposed legislation un- 
doubtedly will bring all the influence to bear ou 
doubtful members of the Assembly that they can. 

There are 150 members of the Assembly and it re- 
quires 7(! affirmative votes to pass a bill in the 
House. There were .',4 members absent on the roll 
call on the tlittins bill. As soon as the vote of Kl 
ayes to 63 nays was announced Thursday Majority 
Leader Alfred E. Smith moved to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill was lost, for the purpose of 
calling it up again in a final effort to pass it. This 
motion was adopted without comment. 

The Republicans who voted for the bill were As- 
semblymen .Tones of Jefferson, Nolan and Waters of 
Albany. I'appert of Monroe. The Democrats who op- 
losed the bill were Assemblymen Reach. Briden- 
tecker. ('hauler, Collin, Day, Drummond, Evans, 
Deaton.

The debate on the bill was practically a repeti- 
tion of the discussion on the Uittins bill in the Sen 
ate. Assemblyman Oliver arraigned the foes of the 
bill so severely that former Lieut. -Gov. ('hauler, who 
was in the chair at (lie time, insisted that Mr. Oli- 
ver would have to eliminate personalities. 

Assemblymen A. J. Levy and Shortt discussed the 
present law and the tJittins amendment from a legal 
standpoint. They insisted the statute which made 
officials of racing associations or of any other body 
guilty of crime when they had no knowledge of it 
was radically unfair. Mr. Shortt insisted he knew 
the supporters of all the anti-race track gambling 
legislation- of the past and knew they were inspired 
by commendable efforts. He felt,, however, that in 
liiis instance they had gone too far and that he 
was compelled by a sense of fairness to support the 
tJittins bill. 

Assemblyman Oliver, in supporting the bill, said 
that the present law had been secured by bribery 
upon the part of county fair associations and Grange 
societies throughout the state. Forty were bought 
by the state by appropriating $25n,000 for which the 
people are taxed and today the county fairs are in- 
fested with shell games, card sharps and skin games 
id’ various kinds, that he had no sympathy for gam- 
blers. but believed this bill should receive the united 
support of every member who had the courage of his 
own convictions on the subject. 

Among other members who spoke in advocacy of 
the bill were Majority Leader A. E. Smith. Louis A. 
Cuvillier. Joseph A. Warren. I’eter I*. McElligot and 
Edward Weil. 

Leader of the Minority E. A. Merritt made a 
s|>ecch in opposition, as also did Murray of New York 
City and Frank L. Young of Westchester. 

Minority Leader Merritt declared that liorse racing 
in this state could never la- conducted without gam- 
bling, People up in St. Lawrence county, lie said, 
did not care much for horse racing, anyway, and 
they were opposed to any interference with the 
laws which might encourage gambling. Assembly- 
man J. S. Phillips of Allegany expressed similar sen- 
timents. which brought the suggestion from Mr. 
Oliver that the people in St. Lawrence and Allegany 
counties never got any further away from home than 
the county fairs and knew nothing about big cities 
amt horse racing. 

Majority Leader Smith insisted that millions of 
dollars wortli of property tied up iu the race tracks 
was only one reason why a great majority of the 
people wanted raring to continue. Lawyers of all 
political parties, he insisted, agreed that the Gittins 
bill was a sane proposition which ought to lie enacted 
into law. 

All day yesterday the friends of the bill worked 
hard with the idea of calling it from the table in 
the Assembly and voting a second time on it, but 
after the last canvass had been made by Senator Git 
tins. Assemblyman Alfred E. Smith and others who 
led the fight for the proposed legislation declared 
that it would be hopeless to bring the matter up 
again. “The votes aren’t here to pass it.” said 
Assemblyman Smith. leader of the majority, ‘'anil 
why should we vote again? It takes 7ti to pass it. 
Last night we lacked 23. There are quite a few. I 
understand, who would vote with us now, hut not 
enough. The great trouble is that many of the 
Assemblymen here, while knowing that the Git- 
tins bill is good legislatiou, and being entirely in 
sympathy with wliat it seeks to do, are afraid of a 
little alleged sentiment in their districts. They are 
afraid of their shadows. They have not the courage 
to do what they know to-be right.” 

Senator Gittins fully expected the measure would 
go through the Assembly. In fact, he, like some 
others, thought the real danger lay in the Senate 
*'l can’t understand,” said he, “ why it should not 
miss. It was not designed to aid the bookmakers, 
bin merely to give race track owners and directors a 
fair deal. As the law now stands tln-y cannot la- ex- 
pected to keep the tracks open because there is 
lusind to la* lietting. no matter how vigilant and 
conscientious the police authorities may be, and if 
there is betting the directors may tie sent to prison, 
even if they were in Honolulu or Shanghai when it 
was going on.”

STAKES FOR TORONTO FALL MEETING. 



Considerable Activity at Long Island Tracks Despite Ontario Jockey Club Announces Nine Events for 
Suspension of Racing. Autumn Decision at Woodbine. 



New York. July 22. — There are now thirty-seven 
horses in active training at Gravesend. Superin- 
tendent James Dunphy lias the course in the best of 
condition, and the gates of the track could lie opened 
for a rare meeting any day. John Hynes, a veteran 
trainer who has sent many a notable winner to the 
[Hist, has ten horses in his care, and they are in 
racing condition. In the Hynes lot are Ethel Le 
Rrume. Imitator. Ortson, Sir Evelyn, Delphin, Ugo, 
Rye and a couple of two-year-olds. 

Charles Kohler’s horses, iu charge of William 
Spence, are forward and ready to race at a week’s 
notice. 'Master Robert is going soundly and lias 
shaped up magnificently. Chickasaw is expected to 
show improved form. lie is going well in his trials. 
Heredia lias developed into a strikingly handsome 
filly, and the indications are that she will carry her 
great flight of speed over a considerable distance. 
A two-year-old bay filly by Peter Pan — Sundown 
lias the appearance of a good one. and a chestnut filly 
by Liicohatohee — Blue Blood, is of a good type. 
Both have worked well and are thoroughly broken 
to the barrier. 

The racing establishment of Mr. Earle, over which 
Con Leighton presides, is made up of three promising 
two-year-olds. A chestnut colt by Ilermis — Victoria 
M. has the stamp of quality. He resembles his 
famous sire in many respects. A chestnut colt called 
Coming Coon, by Gone Coon, and a filly named 
Hilda’s Queen, by Blues, are the other two in Leigh- 
ton's charge. 

Thomas Monahan's horses are being trained by 
Jerry Welsh. Textile lias grown into an unusually 
fine-looking colt. He has spread out all over, and 
it is safe to assume he will carry weight well over 
a considerable distance of ground. Palon is also a 
colt of splendid proportions and he possesses a fine 
flight of speed. The colt Rockfield is going along 
well in his work. 

William Keating, who is handling S. F. Hyman’s 
horses, lias them in good fix. Perry Johnson. Prince 
McGregor and Louise Welles are in the string. 

J. L. McGinnis has Cu Bon and others in good 
condition. Footlights, owned by George J. Kraus, 
is also about ready to race. 

John Mayberry has been working the Joseph Mar- 
rone horses along smartly during the past fortnight. 

Everett, the crack of the Quiney Stable, now han- 
dled by Edward Fhelan. is getting steady gallops. 

Matt Allen has only two in his t-are at present. 
They are Shacklcton and Mongolian. Shackleton 
last season showed high speed in some of his races. 
Inn displayed a tendency to quit. Ho has shown in 
trails this spring that he can go on. 

Jack Dowdell has brought The Gardener back to 
racing condition. When Mr. Dowdell bought The 
Gardener from G. .T. Kraus the horse had a bad 
skin disease. He has been entirely cured and is 
bigger and better than at any time in liis career. 

Ardri. one that has run many a good race for 
Frank Regan, was rested until a few weeks ago. 
but he has gone about his exercises recently with 
a vigor that proclaims him just as ambitious as 
when he was beating some good horses. Ardri bad 
a hard campaign last year and when lie went into 
retirement his legs wore under suspicion, but they 
have fined down nicely, and he is going as soundly 
as a yearling. 

J. H. Valentine lias the gift horse Bion at Graves- 
end. This four-year-old, when in the stable of 
Woodford Clay, split a stitte while galloping at 
Gravesend one morning. The injury was such that 
it was thought best to destroy the horse, and it was 
about to lie done when Valentine happened along 
and said that lie thought he could effect a euro. 
Mr. Clay told him lie could have the horse. Bion 
is without a blemish now and Ids gallops would 
suggest that lie will be a good one when he is sent 
to the races. 

When John E. Madden shipped his string to Sara- 
toga a short time ago lie cut down the liorse popu- 
lation of Sheepshoad Bay considerably, but there are 
still many horses at the Coney Island course that 
are galloping every morning, and some of them are 
close to a race. Frank Clark keeps the course in 
excellent condition, and the trainers who remain 
loyal to its magnificent stretches have every oppor- 
tunity to fit their charges. 

Frank Frisbie has a fair sring in training. Phar- 
aoh probably being the star. Mr. Frisbie has not 
yet asked him In show much speed, but he is eager, 
big and strong, and in such robust health that tuning 
him up for racing will be comparatively easy of 
accomplishment. Rosimiro is going along well. Last 
season lie showed a disposition to lie mean, but his 
temper has sweetened anil he is not far from racing 
condition. Of the two-year-olds a Singleton filly, 
out of Roinnnd. is one of the liest. Then there is 
a shapely filly by Prince of Mellmurno — Lady Dido, 
that has a good way of going. A Gold Heels filly 
and two maiden three-year-olds complete the Frisbie 
racing establishment. 

The James R. Keene string is in charge of Tom 
Green, who for years was stable foreman for James 
Rowe when he so successfully kept Mr. Keene at 
the top of the winning owners for years. Mr. Rowe 
is now at Brookdale handling the' horses of Harry 
Payne Whitney. In the Keene string are several 
good ones. Sweep, the swift son of Ben Brush and 
Pink Domino, has been going along exceedingly 
well and could be brought to the races with a few- 
fast moves. Lord Rochester, a prominent maiden 
three-year-old, by Disguise — Hamilton Belle, went 
amiss early last season but is back in training. 
Never Land, a brown two-.vear-oid by I’eter Pan — 
Anomaly, is a splendid individual. ' He lias been 
highly tried aud was worked witli the lot that were 
finailv chosen for a campaign in England. He has 
steadily Improved and many are of the opinion that 
lie would better represent the white and blue spots 
abroad than many that were shipped. Hook, a bay 
colt by Peter Pan — Minteake, is another that lias 
created a sensation iti his trials and he has all the 
earmarks of a topnoteher. lie has a particularly 
smooth way of gointr and is level-headed in all of his 
exercises. Promised Land, a brown gelding by Delhi 
— Fair Vision, is well made, (if Hie fillies Eques 
trienne. a chestnut daughter of Hippodrome and 
Nora Creina, is exceptionally good looking and has 
done all that has been asked of her in a way that 
convinces Green that she will be able to take care 
of herself in the best company. Last fall this filly 
worked a quarter in 224 and the move was such a 
thoroughly impressive one that she narrowly escaped 
banishment to England. Playmate, a black filly by 
Peter Pan — Bituriea. dam of the great Mask’ette. 
is another in the string. She was not broken until 
late last fall, but lias grown and developed Into a 
wonderfully good-looking as well as a fast filly. 
Cloak, a bay filly by Disguise — Cypria, is another 
beauty of the string. 

Sam Booker is training Fuchs Chief and Castalia 
for the estate of T_ L. Watt and both of them are 
well advanced. Wells t'lark has a stable of jumpers 
composed of Charlie Hargrave. Endvmion. Sir (Jaze. 
Hammond Lass, Left Over and Telegraph. They 
arc all ready to race now. 

Belmont Park, the course of the Westchester 
Racing Association, of which William A. Gorman is 
superintendent, has received Hie same careful atten- 
tion that it did when racing was in its glory. The 
mile and a half track, on which many famous horses 
raced iu record time, is as fast today as when 
Roseben startled racegoers with his remarkable 
lierformanee of seven furlongs in 1:22. The several 
owners quartered at the big course in Nassau County

disease some five years ago and underwent several 
surgical operatious iu a vain attempt to recover his 
health. For more than two years he was au iuuiate 
of a Cleveland hospital.

SUSPENSION FOE SHILLING 

RULING AGAINST CRACK JOCKEY MARKS 
CLOSING DAY OF WINDSOR RACING. 

Pulling Un of Reatigouche, Second Choice of Opening 
Race, Leads to Judicial Action Pending Inves- 
tigation — Busy Wins Belle Isle Stakes. 



Detroit, Mich., July 22. — The closing day of the 
Windsor Fair. Grounds and Driving Park Associat- 
ion's first summer meeting attracted a large crowd 
to ihe over-the-river course. It marked a record 
iu point of numbers, aud with racing conditions hard 
to improve upon, a pleasant afternoon of sport was 
enjoyed by tlie immense throng present. An evenly 
balanced card of seven races was offered, with tho 
Belle Isle Selling Stakes, a dash of a mile, as the 
feature. William Garth furnished the winner of 
this event in Busy, which lasted to beat Colonel 
Asbmeade a neck after a long hard stretch drive. 
Colonel Aslimeade ran a remarkable race. At the 
first turn lie was thrown against the fence and was 
pulled up. his rider being forced to go to the out- 
side thereafter. Cohort and Royal Meteor, coupled 
as the S. C. Hildreth entry, was made favorite. 
Cohort showed speed for about five-eighths, but 
Royal Meteor was a distant trailer all the way. 

As a matter of fact, all of the Hildreth horses that 
laced today were in poor form. Dinna Ken bolted 
the course in the steeplechase, while Restigotiche 
was seemingly unable to raise a respectable gallop 
in the six-furlongs dash, the opening race of tlie 
program. The Hildreth racers have evidently trained 
off. as the western turfman sent only two winners 
to the post during the meeting. Colonel Ashmeade, 
which won on the opening day and The Welkin, 
winner of a steeplechase on Monday last. 

Action of the judges in the ease of jockey C. H. 
Shilling overshadowed in a measure interest in the 
racing. When the start for the opening race came. 
Shilling deliberately pulled up bis mount, Resti- 
gouclie. and was a distant trailer all the way. Tlie 
judges took exception to this, as the horse was a well 
backed second choice. Their ruling iu tlie matter 
was that Shilling lx 1 suspended pending action of 
the stewards of tlie Canadian Racing Associations 
at their next meeting, which will probably take 
place during the Fort Erie meeting. Shilling has 
been iti trouble more or less since his arrival in 
Canada and a few weeks ago the Canadian Racing 
Associations made a ruling which confined his riding 
to the horses of his employer, S. C. Hildreth. 

Merman, winner of the seventh race, was tho 
only winner to be bid up during the afternoon. Capt. 

P. M. Walker was forced to protect him to $805. 
which was $4n5 over his entered price. The winners 
of tlie other three selling races were not advanced, 
neither was there any claiming daring the after- 
noon. 

Besides winning tlie stake event William Garth 
also furnished the winner of the sixth race in Rod 
and Gun. which scored easily by a couple of leugtbs. 
Ocean Pound upset calculations bj- beating a band of 
fast sprinters in the first race. Speculation was 
divided between Seinprolus and Ilestigouehe, report 
having it that a large commission had been sent 
away on the Carman colt. Sentprolus showed a fine 
turn of speed, passing Rose Queen rounding the 
first turn and having a guts! lead at the furlong 
post. Ocean Bound responded with some of her 
old-time speed when jockey Glass called on her and 
got tip in the closing strides to beat Sentprolus a 
bead.

HORSES IN TRAINING IN THE EAST.

arc singularly fortunate in having their strings in 
a forward condition. Belmont Park is a particularly 
good place to stable thoroughbreds. It has long been 
noted as a training ground on which horses thrive. 
Tbe commodious stabling inelosures are sheltered 
by tall shade tree like those grown in North and 
South Carolina. Absolute quiet reigns, which is es 
sentiai in training high strung horses, and it is a 
well-known fact among turfmen that horses of this 
temperament run improved races after a sojourn at 
Belmont Park. The training and main tracks are. 
perhaps, unequaled in any part of the globe. Un- 
tiring efToris on the part of superintendent Gorman 
have made them safe, as well as fast. A firm 
bottom is covered with a light cushion of one and 
one-half inches. Horses that have gone ‘dickey” 
ou other ti.ucks train here in a most satisfactory 
manner. 

Louis Feustel. who is handling one division of 
August Belmont’s stable, is in charge of a collec- 
tion of eleven. They are as follows: Don Diego, 

Astiept. I*ractic!il, Raymond, Culvert. White lleat. 
Itaeipiette. Mint. Wonderboy. Turquoise and Pec- 
cadillo. Four of this lot — Asticot. Wonderboy, Tur- 
quoise and Peccadillo, will he shipped to the Nur- 
sery Farm at Lexington shorty. Raequette, a chest- 
nut colt by Utlielh, rt. has shown some smart trials 
of late. Wonderboy. a strapping colt by Watercress, 
lias gouty ankles and it is doubtful if he will train. 

Bclamour. the two-year old chestnut son of Rook 
Fund Beldame; Dance Sprite. Lady Languish and 
Pyramid were shipped to Kentucky in the late 
-pring. The first-named is a really high type colt, 
lmt he went wrong in the shoulders. His yearling 
trials and moves in April Indicated that lie is a 
sure enough race horse. He was nominated to all 
the important features. 

■ Silas Vciteli. who is especially skilful at cross- 
country racing, is training the biggest string on the 
course! His stable comprises Harry K. Vicgufs 
Waterspeed ; Mr. Arelidale’s Gold Plate. Far West 
and Sboplcmrnt : Mrs. Payne Whitney's Web Carter: 
Smith-Sage Stable’s Barou Dieskau and Bishop; F. 
Ambrose Clark's Hilda. P.atteeta and Frank Stagy: 
Mrs. A. Singer’s Enniskillen: Malcolm Stevenson’s 
Maple Leaf. Diana and Yuma Christy. All or the 
above torses have raced at the Hunt meetings this 
season and are ready. Mr. Veitch will ship liis 
charges to Saratoga Springs in a few days. 

Grant Ii igli Browne’s horses are in t lie private 
Brnwnlcigh Dark Stable in the hands of trainer .1. 
|j. Nash! AD. Browne’s colors will be borne this 

season by Ben I/omond, Lady Rosalie, Centre Rush 
and O’Keefe. 

Jerry Carroll has Black Chief on edge, and Steve 
Billings is training a two-year old chestnut colt by 
Herinis named Little Red. 11. VV. Warner has Nose- 
(iiv and Faultless ready. Charles Pfizer's horses . 
fierenloJd. Rose ]•’.. Jesuit and Uoeshniiiptnn, are 
also rea<l.v. Joseph K Davis has the following trio: 
ltislug Star. Jack Frost and St. Aloysiqs. 

At each of these tracks there are arrivals and 
departures from time to time. Horses have been 
lilted, shipped away and then shipped hack. 



In recent years two truly great mares, Sceptre and 
Pretty Polly, became public idols in horse-loving 
Great Britain because of their remarkable achieve- 
ments in racing. Of the two Sceptre came first and 
has been in the stud for a number of years. Along 
with the other horses belonging to Sir William Bass 
she was sold at auction at Newmarket .July 10 and 
was bought by Messrs. Tattersall for 7,000 guineas, 
or $36,400 in our money. Her daughter Maid of the 
Mist, with a filly foal by Torpoint, was then sold to 
A. Portnian for $23,500. 

Speculation has been rife for some time past as to 
what price Sceptre would bring at this sale, and the 
mare and her career have been much discussed in 
English turf publications. Sporting Life giving the 
following interesting details the morning prior to the 
sale: 

“Sceptre’s first appearance in public was sensa- 
tional enough in all conscience. She whs, of course, 
bred by the late Duke of Westminster, and after 
that nobleman’s death came up for sale at New- 
market the morning of Wednesday, July 4, 1900, 
along with the remainder of the Eton yearlings. 
There were twelve of them. They realized an aggre- 
gate of $225,600, an average of $18,040 — truly colos- 
sal figures. Sceptre, then known as the filly by Per- 
simmon, out of Ornament, was the eleventh lot 
offered. By that time the atmosphere was charged 
with sensation. Mr. Sievier had given $28,000 for a 
colt by Ortne out of Gantlet, afterwards called Duke 
of Westminster: the present Duke had bought a colt 
by (Trine out of Kissing Cup (subsequently named 
Cupbearer), for .$45,500, and a brother to Flying Fox 
(which came to be known as Flying Lemur) for $28,- 
500. The previous record price for a yearling, the 
$3O.0oO which Sir Blundell Maple gave for Childwiek, 
had thus been already eclipsed when the Ornament 
filly came into the ring. As all the world knows 
she was bought by Robert Standish Sievier. I can- 
not do better than allow him to tell the story of the 
purchase in his own words. After relating how, the 
previous evening, he went to the Rutland Arms and 
handed to Mr. Somerville Tattersall banknotes for 
$100,000 as evidence of his bona tides, Mr. Sievier 
proceeds: 

“ ‘At last the filly since known under the name of 
Sceptre was led in. There she stood, what 1 can 
only describe as a mass of perfection, even to the 
merest tyro or a captious critic. . . . She 

walked round the ring comprised of millionaires and 
others — ready to become the property of the man 
who would bid the most for her; and I felt I was 
that man. The value of money was lost in admira- 
tion: any commercial view of the situation never 
entered my mind. I fell in love with her. Her pros- 
pective qualities, either on the turf or for the stud 
appeared flawless; if one could possibly find the sem- 
blance of a blemish it was her inclination to be a 
little straight in front. A bold Persimmon head, 
his hocks and characteristics, she was her sire all 
over to look at in all hut sex. 

“ ‘1 opened the bidding at 5.000 guineas and, 
running her quickly in bids of 900 guineas to six. 
seven, eight, and nine thousand, she was knoeked 
down to me at ten ($52,500). I was dubbed by some 
an ass. by the majority as mad, while a few kindly 
referred to the proverb about ‘a fool and his money."’ 

1 should have gone much higher, for I had deter- 
mined that Sceptre should be mine.’ 

“Extracts from another paragraph of the article I 
am quoting — it appeared in the Badminton Maga- 
zine — may he given here. ’Sceptre was duly broken,’ 
writes Mr. Sievier. ‘after more than once upsetting 
her boy at exercise and breaking away. She would 
career riderless over the I Towns — moments which I 

am sure were hours to Charles Morton 

In due time she. with Duke of Westminster, was 
ready to try, and very early in their two-year-old 
days they were galloped five furlongs, each receiving 
a stone from Leonid, a five-year-old. They both beat 
him easily’, the filly, ridden by W. Lane, finishing 
well in front of the Duke. Leonid had just won a 
race at the Lincoln Spring meeting. So early in the 
year, this was a most excellent performance for both 
youngsters; and I venture to say they would have 
beaten him at even weights. But there was a vast 
difference in their constitutions. Duke of Westminster 
being of a delicate nature, and a colt which wanted 
scientific and moderate training, whilst Sceptre was 
rolmsf. full of courage, and reveled in her work, 
notwithstanding ihat she was all nerves and excite- 
ment. _ It was then and there decided to run her in 
(lie Woodeote Stakes at Epsom, six furlongs; and 
this race she won in the record time of 1:10)1, beating 
Csardas. Port Blair and seven others very easily. 
She at once caught public favor, and I think I can. 
without fear of contradiction, say she lias remained 
‘public property’ from that dav.’ 

The alsive was written while Sceptre still re- 
mained the property of Mr. Sievier. She continued 
in his possession until the end of Alareh, 1903, when 
Sir (then Air.) William Bass bought her for $125,000. 
In the late autumn of 1901 Mr. Sievier was asked 
to [int a price on Duke of Westminster (which had 
won both races in which lie started as a two-vear-old) 
and Sceptre. ‘I put a stiff price on the Duke.” 
writes Air. Sievier. ‘while 1 fancy I offered Sceptre 
too cheaply, which may have caused a slight sus 
picion about her— the turf is ever skeptical. P.e 
tiiis as it may, according to all precedent, and as is 
only natural, the Duke being a colt and unbeaten, 
he was taken away, and 1 was left with 21,000 
guineas ($109,200) and the filly. I must frankly ad 
in i t that I believed with no small degree of confi- 
dence (hat I should beat him when we met. and I 
seized the first opportunity of putting the matter to 
the test in the Two Thousand Guineas, the successful 
result of which, from my point of view, enhanced 
the sale most sportingly.’ 

It lias been shown that whereas Mr. Sievier gave 
$52,500 for Sceptre she won for him stakes to the 
value of $127,960. leaving a credit balance of $75.- 
460. to say nothing of tile $125,000 obtained from 
Sir W. Bass. What has the latter to set against 
his outlay? The mare won for him in stakes $63.- 
167.50. and at the Newmarket Second Spring meet- 
ing. three of her daughters sold for $54,540. Al- 
ready. then, there is a balance to the good of over 
$15,000, and to that will have to be added the manv 
tbousands which Sceptre herself and her eldest 
daughter. Maid of the AUst. realize this afternoon.” 

W. H. DANIEL TO BE A HUNTER. 

Lexington, Ky.. July 22. — W. H. Daniel, the seven 
year-obl hay gelding by Woolsthorpe — Colline. bv 
llunover, for which E. S. Burke, Jr., of Cleveland, 
paid 835,000 after Ids brilliant performances as a 
two-year-old in 1906. only to have him bow a tendon 
tlu following year, is soon to join the ranks of the 
1 muting horses in the Chagrin Valley Hunt Club at 
Cleveland. Since his retirement from the turf In 1907 
W. II. Daniel has been living a life of equine ease 
and luxury at the farm of John I). Carr near this 
city, and Mr. Burke lias been paying the hills, refus- 
ing numerous offers that have been made by horse- 
men with a view to putting him in trainin'"' again. 
Young Mr. Burke has a genuine attachment for the 
gilding, notwithstanding that he has been nothing 
l>ut a loss to him, and a big one at that, in a finan- 
cial way. A short while ago lie was telling his 
friend. C. E. Sullivan, a Cleveland financier, about 
Ms experiences in the ownership of running and trot- 
ting horses and declared that lie had turned to other 
channels of sport for his fun. Mr. Sullivan asked 
him what had become of W. II. Daniel and Air. 
Burke told him that he had given him a good home 
in Kentucky and expected to keep Dim until he 
should die. Air. Sullivan suggested that he would be 
better off if he could have some exercise and occupa- 
tion and urged Mr. Burke to have him taken to 
Cleveland for a mount in the Hunt Club. Air. Burke 
said that lie would not think of riding the gelding 
himself, believing him to lie unsafe in the sense that 
he has the reputation of being unmanageable under 
saddle. Mr. Sullivan said that he would be glad of 
i o opportunity to try him out and Mr. Burke at once 
told him that lie could have the gelding with the 
understanding that he would lie returned to him when 
lie was through with him. 

Rav Cassell, of this city, who for the past three 
years has been handling Air. Sullivan’s mounts in the 
Chagrin Valley Hunt Club, arrived here this week to 
get AV. II. Daniel. He found his legs ns sound as 
the day he was fouled, but be is just recovering 
from a ease of distemper. He expects that the geld- 
ing will lie in condition to ship to Cleveland next 
week and lie is to be put in shape for the fall senii- 
v.eekly runs of the Hunt Club. Young Cassell says 
there are now fifty-three horses, all good jumpers, 
in the club, but none with the history anil reputation 
o: AV. H. Daniel. To ride a $65/100 horse after foxes 
and to hounds will he a unique distinction for Air. 
Sullivan. 

ROCK SAND NOT TO GO ABROAD YET, 

New York, July 22. — Pending final action on the 
Gittins hill August Belmont has canceled an ar- 
rangement he had made for the shipment to Eng- 
land and France of several of his thoroughbreds at 
the Nursery Stud. While abroad Air. Belmont ar- 
ranged for the sale of the Nursery yearlings by 
Tattersall at Newmarket, while the great stallion 
Rock Sand and a number of his American brood- 
mares were booked for France, where the chairman 
of the Jockey Club maintains a breeding establish- 
ment. All of these plans were altered with the 
passage of the Gittins trills in the Senate at Albany 
and Buck Sand and the mares will remain at the 
Nursery Stud for the present at least. 

The legislation in recent years against racing lias 
already depleted the thoroughbred farms consider- 
ably more Ilian fifty per cent., and the contemplated 
shipment from the Nursery Stud would he another 
serious blow to the interests of the turf. Only a 
few years ago Rook Sand was purchased in England 
by Mr. Belmont fur $125,990, and his presence in 



1903.

REFORMERS’ WAYS IN OLDEN TIMES. 

“It appears that the auti-gambling spirit is at work 
even in India — that is to say. the spirit which under 
an anti-gambling pretext seeks to suppress sports 
and pastimes. It is not generally known that our 
loss hypocritical ancestors did not avail themselves 
of any such pretext when they set about spoiling a 
sport. The earliest English legislation against games 
was passed in the interests of archery and other 
manly sports, which were believed to render the 

lieges more fit for service in war. A statute of 
Richard II. (13S8) directed servants and laborers 
to have bows and arrows, and to use them on Sun- 
days and holidays and to cease from playing football, 
quoits, dice, putting the stone, kails, ‘and other 
such importune games.’ A more drastic statute 
was passed in 1409 (11 Hen. IV., c. 4), and penal- 
ties were even imposed in 1477 (17 Ed. IV., e. 3) 
on persons allowing unlawful games to be played on 
their premises. These acts were superseded in 1541 
(33 Hen. VIII.. c. 9) by a statute passed on the 
petition of the bowyers, tletchers (fleehiers). string- 
ers and arrowhead makers of the realm, which re- 
cites that 'many and sundry new and crafty games’ 
have been invented, by reason whereof archery is 
sore decayed and daily is like to he more minished.’ 
Accordingly penalties are imposed on all persons 
keeping houses for such games and all persons ‘re- 
sorting thereto.’ It is further provided that ‘no 
manner of artificer or craftsman, husbandman, ap- 
prentice, laborer, servant at husbandry, journeyman 
or servant of artificer, mariners, fishermen, water- 
men, or any serving man shall play at tables, tennis, 
dice, cards, bowls, clash, coyting. logating, or any 
other unlawful game out of Christmas, under the 
pain of XX. s to he forfeit for every time.’ It will 
he seen that the guiding purpose of the statute 
is the maintenance of archery, while it incidentally 
seeks to deprive all working men of any attraction 
which might draw them from work to play. An 
nntl-gaml>ling motive is nowhere suggested: no dis- 
tinction is made between games of skill and games 
of chance, and no reference is made to playing for 
money <>r money’s worth. Even the Puritans later 
on did not shelter themselves behind an anti-gam- 
bling or any other pretence. Their openly avowed 
motive for the suppression of sports and games 
was. in the first instance, that such diversions in- 
terfered with tbe observance of Sunday. The ‘Book 
of Sports’ of James I. (1625). republished by Charles 
I. (1633), was aimed at encouraging certain sports 
on Sundays and holidays, hut owing to Puritan oppo- 
sition the royal efforts failed, and the Sunday Ob- 
servance Act (1625) was strictly enforced. It pro- 
hibits the meeting of the people on the Lord’s Day 
for any sports or pastimes whatsoever. It was not 
until much later, viz., in the reign of Charles II. 
(1665) that any act was directed against gambling 
as distinet from playing games. The earlier motives 
were direct, and as regards the archery, commend- 
able. just as we might now wish to see young men 
and hoys amusing themselves in rifle clubs rather 
than in skittle alleys. The bed-rock motive of the 
Puritans, too. was plainly avowed, and It remains 
the same to this day. though they conceal their abid- 
ing desire to suppress sport under a variety of false 
names, calling themselves anti-gamblers, humani- 
tarians or what not. I have thought it well to 
trace their motive to its historic source for the bene- 
fit of my readers.’’ — London Sportsman.

— Edwin Gould has secured the 
services of Thomas AA’elsh. for years one of the fore- 
most trainers on the metropolitan courses of this 
country, to train for him in France. Mr. Gould and 
Joseph E. AVhlener were dickering for Welsh’s ser- 
vices during liis visit to (lie Frencli Republic, and 
it was only n few days ago that lie accepted the 
Gould offer. Mr. Gould lias decided to go into racing 
ou a big scale, and bis colors will be seen in 1912.

Toggery’s three-year-old sister. Sandwich, has been 
badly beaten In all of her starts this year, bnt is 
reported to be <>u the improving list and may pres- 
ently do something worthy of her excellent reputa- 
tion last year. It may 1 h- mentioned that in Black 
Bock and Monotone Mr. Belmont owns two K<«ek 
Sand colts of high private reputation and Black 
Buck is expected to make his appearance ill public 
before long, with every prospect of improving the 
fortunes of the stable.
